"I will venture to say/' he began, 


"that no more Important question than 
the consideration of the League of N"a- 
tions covenant has been before the 
American people in our time. It not 
only Is a question of what the terms of 
this International partnership shall be, 
but whether tho United States can 
best play Its part In the reconstruc- 
tion of the world and secure our gen- 
eration and the onea to follow If we 
enter into any league which fetters 
us and curbs our activities. 
This Is 


the question you, os Individual men 
and women, must docide: 
Shall the 


United Stales enter upon a partner- 
ship with foreign nations and If so, 
upon what terms? 
:rWhat are we to do with this treaty 


with Germany? It is divided into.two 
parts: the first, which s<?ts up a league 
of nations and the second .which con- 
tains the treaty proper. Study It care- 
fully and you will find many indem- 
nities laid, many obligations to be as- 
sumed, but you will seek in vain for a 
single sentence which even intimates 
at a solitary 
benefit to the United 


States. 
But on the other hand, you 


will find many 
paragraphs 
which 


impose liabilities upon us. I venture 
to say that It is the flrst time in the 
history of diplomacy that a nation of 
the world has been asked to sign a 
treaty In which it has no mention oth- 
er than on the liability side. 


"Please do not misunderstand me 


Please do not think for a moment thai 
I would countenance a shrinking- from 
our International responsibilities or 
obligations of war. If obligations are 
assumed they must "bT paid to the full- 
est extent. 


"Let me give you three fundamental 


liberties which we must cling to and 
which must not be "obscured by any 
covenant or partnership. 
They are: 


Freedom to defend the right; freedom 
to refuse to fight and freedom to mind 
our own business. 


"We must have unhampered freedom 


to defend the right, to go to the sue- 
cor of other and friendly nations and 
to resort to war ln self-defense. 
We 


must have the freedom to refuse to 
fight and not allow ourselves to be 
drawn Into foreign squabbles In which 
v.-o have no Interest. 
Yes, a freedom 


to refuse to fight, and when we do 
KO In to have the right to pick out the 
follow on whoso side to want to throw 
our strength. We must JiAve the free- 
dom to mind our own business and 
maintain our traditional policies. 


"Do not be swayed by the argument 


that we may enter this alliance with 
tho reserved right to withdraw at any 
time. The right to withdraw is there, 
true enough, but It also contains the 
provision that we must have 
fulfilled 


all of our International obligations al 
the time of withdrawal. 
Compare It 


to an cvory-day matter of business. It 
Is like a man who expresses a willing- 
ness to sign a. note for you, but does 
not care to have his name app&ar up- 
on It as an endorsement. You say to 
him, 'Well, you just «lgn It and let me 
go to the bank and get the money, tor 
I am In great need of that, anrt then 
tomorrow you go to the bank cashier 
and &sk htm to please scratch 
your 


name o£f the note/ 
kNeither govern- 


ments nor bank cashiers do business 
that way. 


"Do not give an ear to the man who 


says, 'Sign It now and amend it after- 
ward.' 
Here again It may be easily 


compared to the business contract of 
partnership. Let us suppose that you 
were a party to a contract* 
several 


articles of which were to your disad- 
vantage. 
A lawyer, ad vises you to sign 


nevertheless and immediately upon sig- 
nature write a letter to your prospec- 
tive partner telling him of the articles 
which do not please you and tell him 
they are to be Interpreted thus and so. 
Don't commit yourselves to it. Do not 
accent this contract 01 partnership be- 
fore, you are sure It (3 right and safe- 
Yon men and women of Lou-ell, assert 
your New England right and your New 
England habit of generations, to d' 
your own thlnkinsr. Don't let someon 
do It for you on this tremendous ques 
ticn. 


"The senata foreign relations com- 


mittee today etands out as -the only 
group of American citizens who are 
seriously attempting to safeguard the 
United States In this matter. 
They 


oppose the ratification of the treaty 
In Its present form. 
Go you and do 


likewise and tell your senators and 
representatives* of your beliefs. Don't 
consent to vairueneas or ambiguities.

Moat optimistic is the report of Dr.

Demopoulos 
and 
Capt. 


Winfred C. MacBrayne, delegates sent 
by the local Greek community to the 
convention which was held In Wash- 
ington last week 
to bring to the 


personal attention of President Wil- 
eon the Justice of the Greek claims 
In Thrace and Asia Minor, 
Messrs. 


TJemopoulos 
and 
MacBrayne 
have 


just returned and have reported th« 
deiails of their mission to Chrlstos 
Hlobos, president of the GreeW com- 
munity. 


As chairman and secretary, respec- 


tively, of the convention's organiza- 
tion committee. Dr. Demopoulos and 
Capt. MacBrayne had opportunity to 
witness the convention's work 
from 


the very beginning and they bring 
back assurances 
from senators and 


representatives that Greece's claims 
would be upheld by them. 
Senator 


Lodge also promised them, they re- 
port, that the foreign relations com- 
mittee would give a hearing to a 
committee chosen from the conven- 
tion. 


The entire matter is a product of 


a dispute which has arisen as 
to 


whether Greece or Bulgaria should 
he awarded that portion of Thrace 
which 
includes Adrianople. 
It i< 


maintained that the present popula- 
tion 
of 
Thrace 
is 
ovemhelmingly 


Greek. 
Allied representatives at the 


peace conference are said to be in 
favor of giving Thrace, with the ex- 
ception of Constantinople, to Greece, 
but 
the 
American 
delegates 
have 


recently opposed the proposition be- 
cause of 
the 
belief that Bulgarl* 


needs an outlet to the Aegean. 
In 


order to persuade the American dele- 
gation to -the contrary, tha convention 
in Washington was held.

The trustees already have re- 
jected the plan for a revision of the 
award by three lawyers. They main- 


tain the attitude that there is a bind- 
ing moral obligation to abide by the 
war labor board's award, as the sancti- 
ty of the principle of arbitration is in- 
volved. Union leaders assert that the 
arbitrators stated that discussion of 
the award might be, re-opened in event 
of "changed conditions." 


The-vote in Lowell will be counted 


tonight and sent to Boston for tabula- 
tion and the result of the entire sys- 
tem's ballot will probably be made 
known tomorrow.
